WAR-OFFICE REFORM. 
(Saturday Review, January 18.) 

Ibis very generally rumoured that a little 
revolution is going on at the War Ollice, 
though none outside of the sacred preciucts, 
and perhaps vot many within them, seem 
to know what really is projected. . The ex- 
ternal signs of this actual or imaginary ine 
ternal fermentation are three new. apppint- 


ments of av unusual kind: General Lind- 


siy is gazetted to command the reserve 
forces, including the Volunteers, the Militia, 
and the Pensioners, Sir Henry Storks is 
to have the title of. Controllor-in-Chief, and 
General Balfour is to be his chief sssistant 
and adviser. Very various interpretations 
have been put upon these apparently simple 
rovolations, and it is uot easy to say at pre- 
sent how much of good or evil they portsnd, 
General Lindsay is woll spoken of by those 
who ought to know what morits he posses- 
ses;. and -he. will certainly deserve the 
highest. encniniums that can be bestowed 
upou any military officer if he contrives to’ 
amalgamate. the“ three forcés.. nominally 
placed undor. his command without utterly 
destroying the value of one at.least of them: 
The Volunteers have hitherto been pluved 
under a ‘staff of inspectors, headed in the 
first iustance byGenoral M‘Murdo,. who 
did more than any other man to make the | 
civiliin army whiat it is, and aubsequently 


.by Colonel Erekiue, who has devoted him- 


self indofatigably to the improvement ‘of 
the force under his command. . If’ the 
new appointment signifies. thet the old 
system.is to. be abolished and superseded 


by an attempt to work the’ Volunteers, | 


the Militia, and the Pensioners together, 
the result can only: be disastrous failure; 
but ‘as if is possible that the intention 
is merely to. put-n single controlling chief 
over the existing staff of each of these 
services, we forbear to criticize a. project 
-which may turn out never to have been j 
entertained.”

ragh ; and. on the 21st, the local Engineer 
otlees at the Curragh replied that he had 
no power of requisition. On the 22nd, the 
local Hugineer officer at the Curragh asked 
the local Coinmissaviat ofticer if the Propos- 
ed bellows would do. On the 23rd, the local 
Comuissariat’ officer replied -“ Yes.” On 
the 24th, the local Engineer officer informed 
the local Commissariat officer that he rhist 
apply to the Royal Enuineer officer, Dublin; 
and, accordingly, the local Comrbissaring 
officer applied to Dublin. ‘Lhe Military 
Store: officer at Dublin aiswered, that he 
would supply the bellows on au order from 
the War. Olfice.” ‘The: local Commissariut ” 
officer then produced an authority from the 
War Office, and: read itto the local Engi- 
neerollicer, On the 1st of March the districk 
Royal Eugineer: officer declined to have 
unything to do with a service which was 
not brought to. his uotice through. the 
proper authorities; and the local Com. - 
missariat officer referred tho - question 
to the Commissariat officer. iu Dublin, ° 
On, March 2, the Comunissaviat officer in 
Dublin referred the question to the Deputy: 
Quartermaster-General,. Dublin 3 and thé 
next lay the Deputy-Quartermaster-Gensyal ° 
at Dublin referred the requisition to the 
Quartermaste®Geieral, Horse Guards, On 
the 5th, the Horse Guards referred to the 
War Oflice, and the War Uftive referred to 
the commandiny. Geueral-in-Chief, London,., 
On the 13th, the Commanding Genoral-in- 
Chief asked the Director of Stores to give 
authority, which two days after. was pro.. 
duced. “Lhe Director. of Stores then stated 
that the Commissariat officer should include 
the bellows in the annual estimate ; and-on 
the 17th the Commanding General-in-Chigf 
wrote to the Horse Guards, and tla Com- 
wissarint officer, Dublin, After il this 
correspondence, oii the 20th of Mavoli the 
Commissariat officer at the Cuiragh wag 
still bellowing-for his bellows. Whether he 
has got them yet dves not.appear, Other 
instances of ‘the: perfection to which ehsos 


be ‘cited without amber, and thereforo, if 
tho iission of Sir Henry Storks and Go. 
neral-‘Balfour is to change all this, their 
tusk seems to. bo in one sense. as easy ag 
that of General Lindsay is dificult, Do 
what ‘they will, they can scarcely fail to 
mitigate chaos; and to earn the grateful 
acknowledgmeuts of an admiring country, 
Sir Henry Storks, has the enormous advan- 
taye of enjoying a reputation which he has 
now an adnitrable opportunity of justifying, 
and. General Balfour has done ao, inch 
good work in India that he cannot fail in 
his ‘hew position without tarnishing hia 
well-carned credit. Tt is supposed that tho 
powers accorded in thy Hirst instance to the

may he -the ultimate position of the Cou-
